Passed  Janaary  9, 1837. 

T%e  Peonk  of  the  State  of  MuhYork^  repreumted  m  Se^ 
note  and  JBssembljfj  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  terms  of  the  coart  of  common  pleas  and  gene-  Tenn* 
ral  sessiona  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Chenango,  shall 
hereafter  be  held  on  the  second  Mondays  of  February,  June 
and  October,  in  each  vear,  instead  of  the  terms  heretofore 
by  law  directed  to  be  neld* 

§3.  All  writs,  process,  notices  and  recognizancesi  or^^^^ 
other  proceedings  in  said  courts  of  common  pleas  and  jzene- 
ral  sessions,  returnable  or  to  be  heard  on  the  second  Tues-

The  People  of  the  Staie  of  MuhYork,  represented  in  Se- 
note  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  terms  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  and  gene- Term*, 
ral  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  county  ot  Cortland  shull 
hereafter  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesdays  of  February, 
April  and  September,  in  each  year,  instead  of  ihe  times 
heretofore  appointed  by  law. 

§  3.  All  writs,  process,  notices  of  trial  or  argument  of  wriui.*c. 
causes,  and  all  recognizances  in  criminal  proceedings,  and 
all  other  proceedings  in  said  court  of  common  pleas  and  ge- 
neral  sessions,  returnable  or  to  be  heard  oia  the  last  Tues- 
day of  January,  1837,  shall  be  considered  as  noticed  for  tri- 
al and  argument  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February,  1837. 

§  3.  Tne  grand  and  petit  jurors  drawn  and  summoned  to  Jums. 
appear  at  the  said  court  of  common  pleas  and  general  ses- 
sions of  the  peace  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  January,  1837, 
shall  be  re-summoned,  to  appear  and  serve  at  said  court  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  February,  1887.

Passed  January  28,  1887. 

T%e  Peopb  of  the  State  of  Jfkw-Torhj  represented  in  Se- 
note  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

^io^tobe      §  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Cayuga* 
tu:  are  hereby  directed  and  required,  at  their  annual  meeting 

in  each  of^the  years  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty, 
one  thousand  eig^t  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  to  cause  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected, from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  county,  three 
thousand  dollars,  over  and  above  the  expenses  of  collection; 
and  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  bunored  and  forty-three 
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two  thoQsand  dollars,  over  and  above  the  e^pettses  of  collect 
lion;  which  said  feveral-  aoma  of  moiaey^  when  cioUacted, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  hwful  for  the  eomptrolter  of  this  state,  on  lou. 
the  application  of  the  commissianei's  tD  build  atiew  court- 
house for  the  comty  of  Cayuga,  or  »  majority  of  them,  to 
.loan  to  tiie  said  county  of  Ca^ga  the  sum  of  eleven  thou* 
sand  dollars,  out  of  the  capital  <h  the  common  sdiool  fond, 
payable  after  the  year  one  thousand  eiffht  hundred  and  for- 
ty, in  instalments  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum;  and  the 
sdd  sum,  so  loaned,  shall  be  paid  to  said  commissioners, 
or  any  two  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  said 
court4iouse,  and  shall  be  charged  to  the  said  county  m  the 
books  of  the  comptroller. 

§  3.  In  addition  to  the  sums  herein  before  directed  to  bci^eiiit. 
raised,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  annoaK 
ly  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  annual  interest  of  thesaidsum  so  to  be  loaned,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  troasuiy  of  said  county:  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  annually, 
to  pay  the  interest  due  upon  the  sum  hereby  authorized  to  be 
'  loaned,  into  the  treasury  of  this  state,  and  also,  to  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  this  state,  the  sums  of  money  directed  to  be 
levied  and  collected  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  immedir 
afely  on  the  recemt  thereof.

The  third 
to  be  composed  of  that  portion  of  the  said  city  lying  east 
of  tho  saia  lino  above  designated  as  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  said  second  ward,  and  north  of  a  line  to  be  drawn 
from  th<9  said  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said  second  ward, 
at  its  intersection  by  the  centre  line  of  Union-street,  and

moral  and  intellectual  improvement;  with  power  for  such

amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars;  and  also  further  to  take, 
hold  and  convey,  all  such  books,  cabinets,  library,  furniture 
and  apparatus,  as  may  be  necessary,  for  attaining  the  ob- 
jects, and  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes,  of  the  said  cor- 
poration.

being  on  a  line  running  south  thirty  degrees  east,  from  the 
centre  of  the  public  square,  and  at  the  distance  of  thirty- 
five  chains,  thirty-five  and  a  half  links  from  the  centre  of 
said  public  square;  thence  south  sixty  degrees  west,  thirty- 
five  chains  and  thirty-five  and  a  half  finks,  to  a  post;  thence 
north  thirty  degrees  west,  seventy  chains  and  seventy-one 
links,  to  a  post;  thence  north  sixty  degrees  east,  seventy 
chains,  seventy-one  links,  to  a  post;  thence  south  ^ixty  de- 
grees west,  thirty-five  chains,  thirty-five  and  a  half  Jinks, 
to  the  place  of  beginning;  shall  hereafter  continue  to  be

other  persons  as  may  wish  to  associate  with  them,  shall  be 
a  body  corporate  by  (he  name  of  "  The  Orphan  Asylum  of 
St  John's  Church,  in  the  oity  of  Utica,  in  the  county  of 
Oneida.'' 

§  2.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  Tnuteet. 
exercised  by  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  five  in  num- 
ber, who  may  elect  a  president  from  their  own  body,  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  and  may 
make  such  election  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  they 
may  by  their  by*laws  direct.

The  Peovle  of  the  State  of  ^ew-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  Thirteenth  Avenue,  as  laid  out  on  a  map  made 
by  George  B.  Smith,  city  surveyor,  bearing  date  March 
tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  approved  by 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  by  a  resolution  passed  in  common  council,  on  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven,  (which  map  is  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  street  com- 
missioner  of  the  city  of  New-York,)  shall  be  the  permanent ' 
exterior  street  or  avenue  in  the  said  city  along  the  easterly 
shore  of  the  North  or  Hudson's  river,  between  the  souther- 
ly line  of  Hammond-street,  and  the  northerly  line  of  One 
hundred  and  Thirty-fifth-street. 

§  2.  The  several  streets  of  the  said  city  as  laid  out  on  the 
map  or  plan  made  by  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
act  entitled  ''  An  act  relative  to  improvements  touching  the 
laying  out  of  streets  and  roads  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  April  3d,  1807,  or  as  sub-

then  without  the  presence  or  assistance  of  any  licensed  pi- 
lot, to  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined,  such  applicant, 
touching  his  qualifications  for  the  ofliice  of  a  pilot,  and  in 
particular  touching  his  knowledge  of  the  sailing  and  man- 
agement of  a  square  rigged  vessel,  and  also  touching  his 
knowledge  of  the  tides,  soundings,  bearings  and  distances 
of  the  several  shoals,  rocks,  bars  and  points  of  land  and 
night  lights  in  the  navigation  for  which  he  applies  for  a  li- 
cense to  act  as  a  pilot,  and  touching  any  other  matter  re- 
lating thereto,  which  the  said  commissioners  may  think  pro- 
per :  And  if  upon  examination  the  person  so  applying  shal! 
DC  found  to  be  of  good  moral  character  and  temperate  habits, 
and  to  be  possessed  of  suflicient  ability,  skill  and  experience 
to  act  as  a  pilot,  and  not  otherwise,  the  said  commissioners 
may  grant  nim  a  license  for  piloting  vessels  to  and  from  the 
port  of  New- York  by  the  way  of  Sandy-Hoot 
oaptafn,  §  15.  The  Captain,  owner,  agent  or  consignee  of  any 

afmtiMw to  vessel  outward  bound,  and  requiring  a  pilot,  shall  make  a|>- 
•gpiyfora  pijcaiion  therefor  at  the  oflice  of  the  commissioners,  stating 
the  name  of  said  vessel,  the  wharf,  pier  or  place  where 
such  vessel  shall  then  be  lying,  and  the  time  when  said  ves- 
sel will  sail;  which  particulars  shall  be  immediately  entered 
in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  by  the  secretary  of 
said  board.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  secretary 
when  such  application  shall  be  made,  to  give  notice  thereof 
without  unnecessary  delay,  to  a  pilot  then  unemployed,  giv- 
inff  preference  to  the  one  who  may  have  brought  such  ves- 
sel into  port,  or  to  a  pilot  belonging  to  the  same  boat.

§  16.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  vessel  coming  S?Jf*5reiSi 
into,  or  going  out  of  the  said  port,  by  the  way  of  Sandy-  jS^V^'^x 
Hook,  shall  give  to  the  pilot  employed  in  piloting  such  ves- 
sel, upon  his  inquiring,  a  true  account  of  the  draught  of 
water  of  such  vessel ;  and  in  case  any  master  or  comman- 
der shall  not  give  a  true  account  of  such  draught  of  water, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  such 
vessel  should  be  run  aground  in  consequence  of  such  false 
account,  the  pilot  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  same.       ^iot^ihwl***' 

§  17.  If  any  pilot  shall  be  carried  to  sea  when  a  boat  isu^riMto^ 
attending  to  receive  him,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  at  '^ 
the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  month  during  his  necessa- 
ry absence^  until  his  return  to  the  port  of  New-York,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  pilotage  of  said  vessel;  all  which  said  monthly 
pay  and  pilotage  shall  be  paid  by  ihe  master  or  owner  of  , 

said  vessel,  to  the  said  pilot  for  the  use  of  such  pilot :  When 
any  vessel  with  a  pilot  on  board,  whether  inward  or  out- 
ward bound,  shall  be  blown  off  to  sea,  the  charge  of  said 
vessel  by  the  pilot  shall  cease.

York,  with  two  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  of  by  the 
said  mayor  or  recorder,  in  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  each,  with  condition  that  the  said  pilot  will  dili- 

Stntly  and  faithfully  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  and 
e  duties  required  of  him  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  directions  of  said  act,  and  the  rules,  orders,  regu- 
lations and  by-laws  of  the  board  of  commissioners  made  and 
promulgated  by  them  in  pursuance  of  said  act :  and  every 
recognisance,  if  forfeited,  may  at  the  instance  of  the  said 
commissioners,  or  on  the  request  of  any  person  aggrieved, 
be  prosecuted  under  the  direction  of  the  said  conunissioners, 
in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  to  judgment  and 
execution,  as  in  other  cases;  and  the  amount  of  such  re^ 
cognizance  when  received,  shall,  by  order  of  the  court  in 
which  the  same  was  recovered,  be  paid  to  the  said  commis- 
sioners ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  in  such  case,  and 
also  at  any  time  after  suit  brought  on  such  recognizance,  if 
required  by  any  party  interested  therein,  examine  into  and 
ascertain  the  damages  sustained  by  the  party  so  aggrieved, 
and  shall  apply  the  money  which  may  be  recovered  and  te- 
ceived  by  them,  or  as  much  thereof  as  shall  be  required  for 
that  purpose,  in  or  towards  the  payment  of  the  damages  so 
ascertained,  and  shall  make  report  in  writing  to  the  afore-

§  19.  If  any  pilot  licensed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall, 
through  negligence  or  carelessness,  cast  away  or  lose  any 
vessefunder  his  care,  and  be  thereof  convicted  by  due  course 
of  law,  he  shall  be  deprived  of  his  license,  and  be  deemed 
forever  thereafter  incapable  of  acting  as  a  pilot  in  this  state; 
and  if  any  pilot  shall  run  a  vessel  aground,  through  care- 
lessness or  neglect,  he  shall  not  on  prooi  thereof  be  entitled 
to  any  pilotage. 

§  20.  The  commissioners,  their  secretary,  messenger  or 
messengers,  or  any  other  persons  employed  by  or  under  them, 
except  pilots  duly  licensed,  shall  not  be  concerned  or  inter- 
estea,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  pilot  boat,  or  with  any 
part  or  portion  of  the  earnings  of  any  pilot. 

§  21.  No  master  of  any  vessel  of  seventy-five  tons  bur- 
then and  under,  belonging  to  any  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  licensed  and  employed  in  the  coasting  trade  by 
the  way  of  Sandy-Hook,  shall  be  required  to  employ  a  li- 
censed pilot  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless 
the  services  of  such  pilot  shall  be  expressly  desired  and  ac- 
tually obtained  by  such  master. 

§  22.  If  the  master  of  any  vessel  above  seventy-five  and 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  tons  burthen,  and  owned  by  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  sailing  under  a  coasting 
license  to  or  from  the  port  of  New-York  by  the  way  of 
Sandy-Hook,  shall  be  desirous  of  piloting  his  own  vessel, 
he  shall  first  obtain  a  license  for  such  purpose  from  the  com- 
missioners of  pilots,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  requir- 
ed to  grant  the  same,  signed  by  the  said  commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them,  certified  by  their  secretary  and  subscrib- 
ed with  his  name  :  which  said  license  shall  be  and  continue 
in  force  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  or  until  the  termi- 
nation of  any  voyage  during  which  the  license  may  expire: 
on  obtaining  which  Hcense  and  during  the  continuance  there- 
of, the  said  master  shall  not  be  obliged  to  employ  or  pay 
any  licensed  pilot,  except  when  the  services  of  such  pilot 
shall  be  expressly  desired  and  actually  obtained  :  The  ap- 
plication for  the  said  license  shall  be  made  in  writing,  by 
the  said  master,  and  subscribed  with  his  name,  and  shall 
contain  a  description,  the  name,  tonnage  and  draft  of  water 
of  such  vessel,  and  what  trade  said  vessel  is  or  shall  be 
usually  employed  in :  which  said  writinc  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  said  commissioners;  and  all  the  proceed- 
ings in  relation  thereto,  shall  be  duly  noted  in  the  proper 
b(x>k  or  books  in  the  said  office ;  and  if  any  wilful  fraud  or 
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misrepresentation  shall  be  committed  or  made  in  the  said

§  23.  The  earnings  of  the  pilots  belonging  to  any  oneEaroiugaor 
boat  shall  be  equally  divided  among  the  pilots  of  said  boat,  Ce^dMded.^ 
and  no  pilot  shall  participate,  unless  authorized  by  the  com- 
missioners, in  the  earnings  of  any  others  than  those  attach- 
ed to  the  same  boat ;  and  for  breach  of  this  provision,  any 
pilot  or  pilots  shall  forfeit  his  or  their  license  or  licenses. 

§  24.  Each  boat  shall  have  at  least  two  mpppentices,  andAppcentieea. 
besides  all  other  requisite  and  necessary  knowledge  of  the 
business  and  duties  of  pilots,  they  shall  be  instructed  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  management  and  sailing  of  ships  and 
other  vessels,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  snail  be 
directed  by  the  commissioners  of  pilots ;  and  if  indented 
apprentices,  jl^rovisions  conformable  thereto  shall  be  bontam- 
ed  in  their  indentures. 

§  25.  A  journal  shall  be  kept  in  every  pilot  boat,  under  AjoBniai«> 
the  direction  of  the  pilots  attached  thereto,  in  which  sball  ^^£^ 
be  entered  a  faithful  account  of  all  their  transactions:  Such 
entry  shall  be  made  every  twenty-four  hours  by  the  pilot 
having  the  particular  charee  of  the  boat  for  the  time  being, 
and  if  no  pilot  sball  be  on  board,  then  by  the  oldest  appren- 
tice, and  shall  be  signed  with  tbe  name  of  the  person  mtk- 
log  it,  which  journal  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  «>f 
the  conunissioners  of  pilots  whenever  called  for  by  them. 
Tbe  entries  therein  shaM  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  tbe  fiiets 
therein  stated  against  the  persons  oonnected  with  such  pibt 
boat :  a  false  entry  therein  shall  forfeit  the  lioaase  of  the  pi- 
lot by  whom  tbe  same  shall  have  been  made  or  eanctioned. 
And  an  omission  to  keep  such  journal,  or  to  make  neguiar 
entries  therein,  or  a  refusal  to  produce  the  aame  to  the  com- 
missioners, shall  warrant  the  immediate  suspension  of  the . 
pilots  attached  to  the  pilot  boat,  or  such  of  tnem  as  on  due 
examinatic»i  shall  appear  to  be  in  fault  Any  pilot  licensed 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  who  shall  pijoi  any  vessel  into  the 
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port  of  New* York,  shall  with  all  convenient  speed  report 
at  the  office  of  the  said  commissioners  the  arrival  of  said 
vessel,  stating  in  said  report  the  distance  and  bearing  from 
Sandy-Hook  light-house,  where,  and  the  time  when,  he 
boarded  said  vessel,  the  names  of  the  master,  owners  and

a  pound  master,  and  prescribe  his  duties;  to  erect  a  public 
market  house  in  the  village;  to  purchase  and  hold  such  land 
as  may  be  requisite  and  convenient  for  that  purpose  ;  to 
regulate  the  occupation  and  use  of  the  market  house ;  to 
take  all  suitable  measures  for  the  prevention  and  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  in  the  village;  to  institute,  organize  and  gov- 
ern fire  companies;  to  procure  and  hold  engines  and  other

instruments  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  build  and 
hold  a  house  or  houses  for  fire  engines;  to  purchase  and 
hold  so  much  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose;  to 
establish  wells,  or  wells  and  pumps,  in  the  streets  of  the 
village,  where  they  may  think  fit;  and  all  wells  and  pumps 
in  the  streets  of  the  village  shall  be  under  their  control, 
and  shall  be  by  them  repaired  and  kept  for  public  use.

AN  ACT  to  am£nd  an  act  to  establish  fire  limits  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Poughkeepsie,  and  for  other  purposes^  passed 
May  26,  1836. 

Passed  April  17,  1837 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New-  York^  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly^  do  enact  €is  follows : 

§  1.  For  the  purpose  of  guarding  against  calamities  by^^j™^®^ 
fire  in  the  village  of  Poughkeepsie,  the  lots  on  both  sides  of  *^ 
Main-street,  from  Washington-street  to  Orannell-street;  on 
both  sides  of  Cannon-street,  from  Market  to  Academy-street; 
on  both  sides  of  Academy-street,  from  Cannon  to  Main- 
streets  ;  on  both  sides  of  Liberty-street  and  Mechanics'- 
street;  on  both  sides  of  Market-street,^  Irom  Main  to  Church- 
streets;  on  both  sides  of  Washington-street,  from  Union  to 
Mill-street;  on  both  sides  of  Mill-street,  from  Washington 
to  Catharine-street;  on  both  sides  of  Catharine-street,  from 
Mill  to  Main-street;  on  both  sides  of  Union-street,  from 
Washington  to  Market-street;  and  on  both  sides  of  Garden- 
street,  from  Main  to  Mill-street;  are  established  as  fire  lim- 
its; within  which  all  buildings  hereafter  to  be  erected  shall 
have  their  outer  walls  constructed  of  brick  or  stone,  and 
their  roofs  of  slate,  tile  or  metal.

AN  ACT  authorizing    William  Edwards  and  Harlow 
Hyde  to  establish  a  ferry  across  Great  Sodus  Bay, 

Passed  April  18,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Pernrmajr        §  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  William  Edwards  and  Harlow 
el^  Hyde,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  establish  and  maintain  a 

ferry  across  Great  Sodus  bay,  at  the  point  where  the  state 
road  crosses  said  bay  in  the  town  of  Huron,  in  the  county 
of  Wayne,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

§  2.  The  sard  William  Edwards  and  Harlow  Hyde  shall, 
at  all  times,  keep  and  maintain  sufficient  and  convenient  fer- 
ry boats  for  the  safe  conveyance  of  carriages,  horses,  cattle 
and  passengers. 
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§  3.  After  the  said  ferry  shall  be  established  by  virtue  of  Penalty  for 
this  act,  if  the  owners  or  keepers  of  said  ferry  shall  wilfully  ?«!il^''' 
neglect  or  refuse,  at  all  proper  times,  to  transport  or  ferry 
across  said  bay  any  person  or  persons,  their  horses,  car- 
riages, goods  or  chattels  proper  for  ferriage,  or  shall  unne- 
cessarily hinder  or  delay  any  person  in  crossing  said  ferry, 
they  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars  to  the  person  ag- 
grieved, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  said  county,  with  costs  of  suit. 

^  4.  The  said  William  Edwards  and  Harlow  Hyde,  their  iutc»  of  fer. 
heirs  and  assigns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  ferriage  '»"«*^' 
across  the  said  bay  at  the  following  rates,  that  is  to  say: 
for  every  stage  coach  with  four  horses,  fifty  cents;  for  eve- 
ry wagon  with  two  horses,  thirty- one  cents;  for  every  ad- 
ditional horse,  six  cents;  for  every  one  horse  wagon,  eigh- 
teen cents;  for  every  man  and  horse,  twelve  and  a  half 
cents;  for  every  footman,  six  cents;  for  every  head  of  neat 
cattle,  ten  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  swine,  filty 
cents. 

§  5.  If  any  higher  rate  of  ferriage  ihan  is  herein  pre-  Penalty, 
scribed  shall  be  taken  by  the  said  William  Edwards  and  Har- 
low Hyde,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  or  any  person  or  persons 
in  their  employ,  the  person  so  oflTending  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  party  injured  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

§  6.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  establish  a  ferry  across  R^gi^ctioB.

a  literary  institution  for  the  education  of  females  in  the  city 
of  Rochester.

Passed  April  21, 1837. 

The  Peajale  of  the  State  oj  J^ew^York^  rqnresented  in  So- 
note  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  After  the  decease  of  any  non  resident  foreigner  in- 
testate, and  who  is  not  a  permanent  resident  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  in  the  state  of  New- York,  who  shall  not  have 
become  naturalized  or  taken  any  incipient  measurers  for 
that  purpose,  leaving  no  widow  or  next  of  kin,  administra- 
tion of  such  intestate's  goods  and  estate  shall,  within  thirty 
days,  be  granted  to  the  consul  or  vice-consul  who  shall  have 
been  duly  appointed  for  the  state  of  New- York,  by  the  gov- 
ernment in  which  said  deceased  alien  shall  have  been  bom, 
and  who  shall  have  been  recognised  as  such  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States;  and  after  thirty  days  from  the 
death  of  such  alien,  in  case  the  said  consul  shall  refuse  or

Every  such  ordinance  or  by-law  imposing  any  penalty  or 
forfeiture  for  a  violation  of  its  provisions;  shall,  after  the 
passage  thereof,  take  effect  at  such  time  as  the  said  board 
shall  direct,  and  shall  be  published  for  two  weeks  succes-^ 
sively,  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  and 
published  in  said  village  ;  and  proof  of  such  publication,  by 
the  affidavit  of  the  printer  or  printers,  or  publishers  of  said 
newspapers,  taken  before  any  o&cer  authorized  to  adminis- 
ter oaths,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village,  or  any 
other  competent  proof  of  such  publication,  shall  be  conclu- 
sive evidence  of  the  legal  publication  and  promulgation  of 
such  ordinance  or  by-law  in  all  courts  and  places. 

§  37.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or  for-^^^  ^^ 
feiture  incurred  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws  broughi. 
or  public  regulations  made  in  pursuance  of  it,  shall  be  brought 
in  the  corporate  name  of  the  village  of  Seneca  Falls  :  and 
in  any  such  action  it  shall  be  lavdul  to  declare  generally,  in 
debt,' for  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  stating  the  section  of 
tlus  act,  or  the  by-law  or  ordinance  under  which  the  penalty 
is  claimed,  and  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence;  and 
the  defendant  may  plead  the  general  issue  and  give  the 
special  matter  in  evidence.  The  first  process  in  any  such 
action,  brought  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  be  by 
warrant,  and  execution  may  be  issued  thereon  immediately 
on  the  rendition  of  judgment.  If  the  defendant  in  any  such 
action  have  no  goods  or  chattels,  lands  or  tenements,  where- 
of the  judgment  may  be  collected,  the  execution  shall  re- 
quire the  defendant  to  be  imprisoned  in  close  custody  in  the 
jail  of  Seneca  county,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
All  expenses  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  any  penalty  or  for- 
feiture, shall  be  defrayea  by  the  corporation:  and  the  pen- 
alties and  forfeitures,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer,  for  the  use  of  said  village. 

§  38.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  justice,  SJ^^Uf^ 
witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant  or  J^°«~®«' 
freeholder  in  the  village  of  Seneca  Falls,  in  any  action  or 
proceeding,  in  which  the  said  village  is  a  party  interested. 
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§  39.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  in  each  year,  a  meet-  ^^^j,   ,. 
ing  of  the  freeholders  of  said  village,  and  all  other  taxable  determine 
inhabitants,  except  those  liable  to  be  assessed  a  poll  tax  for  JSSd  by  ^* 
highway  labor  only,  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  board  ^" 
of  trustees  shall  appoint  in  said  village.    The  president,  or 
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in  his  absence,  any  one  of  the  trustees,  shall  preside  at  such 
meeting;  and  the  clerk  of  said  village,  or  in  his  absence, 
any  person  appointed  by  the  said  meeting,  shall  be  clerk 
thereof;  and  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  shall  be  enter- 
ed of  record  in  the  records  of  said  village.  The  meeting 
shall,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  thereof,  determine  by  re- 
solution the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  by  tax,  for  the 
current  year,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  lighting  the  streets, 
supporting  a  night  cratch  and  making  and  repairing  roads, 
highways  and  bridges  in  said  village,  and  to  defray  the  con- 
tingent and  other  necessary  expenses  and  improvements  of 
saia  village.  The  taxes  levied  and  assessed,  in  pursuance 
of  this  section,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  herein  directed, 
be  assessed  and  rated  by  the  said  trustees,  upon  and  among 
the  owners  of  the  estates,  real  and  personal  in  said  village 
according  to  the  assessment  roll  of  said  village  for  the  same 
year,  in  the  same  manner  and  proportion,  as  nearly  as  may 
be,  as  taxes  in  and  for  the  county  of  Seneca  are  rated  and 
assessed.  And  in  the  assessment  roll  made  in  pursuance  of 
this  section  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to 
set  down  and  describe  briefly  the  real  estate,  on,  or  in  re- 
spect of  which  any  assessment  or  tax  is  imposed  or  assess- 
ed. The  resolutions  of  the  meeting  for  raising  money,  as 
before  directed,  shall  determine  and  specify  what  sum  is  to 
be  raised  in  the  same  year  to  defray  the  expenses  of  light- 
ing of  streets^  what  sum  for  supporting  a  night  watch,  and 
what  sum  for  making  and  renairing  roads,  highways  and 
bridges.  In  the  assessment  roll  made  under  this  section,  alt 
persons  who  would  be  liable  by  law  to  be  assessed  to  work 
on  highways  if  they  resided  in  any  town  in  this  slate, 
shall  be  enumerated,  and  the  number  of  days  of  highway 
labor  which,  according  to  the  said  assessment  roll  of  said 
village  they  would,  respectively,  be  liable  to  perform  if 
they  resided  in  any  town  as  aforesaid  in  this  state,  shall  be 
stated,  and  such  statement  shall  be  set  down  in  a  separate 
column.  Said  assessment  roll  shall,  when  completed  and 
corrected,  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village.  All  taxes 
and  assessments,  imposed,  rated  and  assessed  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  shall  be  collected 
by  the  collector  of  said  village,  in  the  same  manner,  and 
with  the  same  power  and  authority,  as  taxes  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Seneca  are  collected  by  the  collectors  of  the 
several  towns,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  under  the  corporate 
seal,  signed  by  the  president,  or  by  suit  in  the  corporate 
name,  with  interest  and  cost.  All  highway  work  mention- 
ed and  set  down  in  the  assessment  roll  may  be  commuted 
for  by  the  persons  liable  to  perform  the  same,  at  the  rate 
of  sixty-two  and  a  half  cents  for  each  day's  highway  labor. 
The  said  village  shall  be  exempt  fronfl  all  superintendence, 
jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  commissioners  of  highways 
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tot  the  town  of  Seneca  Palls.  Each  ward  shall  be  one  road 
diitrict  The  board  of  trustees  shall  be  commissioners  of 
highways,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
have  oil  the  powerS)  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabili- 
ties and  responsibilities  of  commissioners  of  highways  in 
towns:  and  the  street  commissioners  shall  have  all  the  pow- 
ers of  everseers  of  highways  in  towns,  and  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  by  such  street  commissioners  to  com- 
pel the  performance  of  such  highway  labor,  or  a  commu- 
tation thereof,  and  to  recover  the  like  penalties  for  neglect 
and  default  in  the  performance  of  such  highway  labor,  as 
are  possessed  by  overseers  of  highways  in  towns  of  this 
state.  The  assessment  roll  filed  with  the  clerk  shall,  in  all 
cases,  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation;  and  all 
•  taxes  and  assessments,  imposed  or  assessed  on,  or  in  respect 
of  any  real  estate  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  a  lien  on  such  real 
estate.  And  in  case  such  taxes  and  assessments  are  not 
paid,  and  no  personal  property  can  be  found  by  the  collec- 
tor, out^of  which  to  satisfy  and  collect  the  same  by  distress 
and  sale,  the  board  of  trustees  may  cause  such  real  estate 
to  be  sold  for  the  payment  and  collection  of  such  taxes  and 
assessments  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  expenses  of  the 
sale,  in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  specified  in  the  forty-fifth  section  of  this  act, 
relative  to  tne  sales  of  real  estate  for  the  non-payment  of 
assessments  in  that  section  mentioned;  but  no  such  real  es- 
tate shall  be  sold  as  aforesaid,  except  within  one  year  from 
the  time  of  filing  the  assessment  rolls  as  aforesaid.  All  taxes 
and  sums  of  money  raised  and  collected  in  pursuance  or  by 
virtue  of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the

§  40.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  direct  Tnisiee*  to 
the  time  and  manner  of  taking  the  valuation  and  assess- ud  maimer 
ment  bf  the  property,  real  and  personal,  of  said  village,  by  j;i^^n,, 
the  assessors  thereof,  and  to  correct  and  equalize  the  as- 
sessment so  taken,  whenever  it  shall  have  been  taken,  com- 
pleted and  returned  to  the  clerk  of  said  village  by  said  as- 
sessors. 

§  41.  The  board  of  trustees  may  at  any  time,  on  the  pe-specuu 
lition  of  twenty  of  the  freeholders  residing  m  any  one  ward  JJelhSSlrt 
of  said  village,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  freeholders  ^£J,'°  ^ 
and  taxable  inhabitants,  (excepting  those  liable  to  be  asses-  ^ 
sed  a  poll  tax  for  highway  labor  only,)  of  said  ward,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising,  within  said  ward,  any  sum  of  money, 
over  and  above  the  sum  authorized  by  the  thirty-ninth  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  and  to  be  laid  out  and  expended  within 
said  ward  for  any  public  improvement  or  purpose,  which 
said  improvement  or  purpose  shall  be  particularly  specified 
by  resolution  to  be  adopted  at  said  meeting.    Ten  days'  no- 
tice shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said 
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meeting,  in  one-  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  said 
village,  and  by  putting  up  the  same  in  three  public  places  with- 
in said  ward.  The  amount  to  be  raised  shall  be  determin- 
ed by  a  majority  of  the  freeholders  and  taxable  inhabitants 
attending  said  meeting.  No  more  than  one  assessment, 
such  as  is  contemplated  by  this  section,  shall  be  made  in 
any  one  year  in  the  same  ward.

The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  regulate, 
rotate  &nd  ,.gpj^j,.^  amend  and  clcan  the  streets,  alleys,  highways,  bridges, 
Htreetfl,  &c.  ^jj^  ^^ J  cross  walks,  drains  and  sewers  in  said  village,  and 
to  prevent  the  incumbering  the  same  in  any  manner,  and 
protect  the  same  from  injury,  and  to  prevent  and  remove 
encroachments  thereon.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  di- 
rect and  regulate  the  enclosing  of  public  grounds,  and  parks, 
and  the  planting,  raisins  and  preserving  omamenta!  trees  in 
such  public  grounds  and  parks,  and  in  and  along  the  streets 
of  said  village. 
To  ivij  out,  §  43.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  lay  out, 
ipen*«Sieu,  make  and  open  streets  in  said  village,  and  to  alter,  widen, 
*<^-  '  contract  or  discontinue  any  street,  alley,  lane  or  highway  in 
said  village.  They  shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys,  lanes  or 
highways  laid  out  by  them  to  be  surveyed,  described  and 
recorded  in  a  book  kept  by  the  clerk;  and  the  same,  when 
opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways.  Whenever 
any  street,  alley,  road  or  highway  is  laid  out,  altered  or  wi- 
dened by  virtue  of  this  section,  the  board  oif  trustees  shall 
E've  notice  of  their  intention  to  take  and  appropriate  the 
nd  necessary  for  the  same  to  the  owner  thereof,  his  agent 
or  leffal  representatives,  if  known  and  residing  in  this  state; 
and  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  by  a  precept 
under  their  seals,  to  command  any  constable  of  said  village 
to  impannel  and  return  a  jury  of  twelve  respectable  free- 
holders of  said  village,  not  interested,  or  of  kin  to  any  per- 
son interested  in  the  premises,  to  appear  before  them  with- 
in ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  precept,  to  ascertain  and 
assess  the  damage  and  recompense  due  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  land;  and  at  the  same  time  to  determine  what  persons 
will  be  benefitted  by  such  improvement,  and  to  assess  the  ex- 
penses thereof  on  the  real  estate  of  the  persons  benefitted, 
in  proportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  benefit  resulting 
to  each;  and  also  to  summon  the  owner  of  such  land,  bis 
agent  or  representatives,  by  written  notice  served  personal- 
ly, or  left  at  his  or  their  usual  place  of  abode,  to  appear  before 
them  on  the  day  specified  in  said  precept  The  jury  shall 
be  sworn  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  said  village,  faith- 
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fuUy  and  impartially  to  execute  their  duty  in  making  such 
assessment,  according  to  the  best  of  their  ability.     The  ju- 
ry shall  view  the  premises,  and  in  their  discretion  receive 
any  legal  evidence,  and  may,  if  necessary,  adjourn  from  day 
to  day.     Such  jury  shall  award  and  determine,  to  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  such  land,  such  damages  as  they  shall  judge 
such  owner  or  owners  to  sustain  in  consequence  of  such 
street,  after  taking  into  consideration  and  making  due  al- 
lowance for  any  benefit  which  said  owner  or  owners  may 
derive  from  such  improvement.     The  said  jury  shall  also, 
at  the  same  time,  assess  and  apportion  the  expenses  of  such 
improvement  on  the  real  estate  benefitted  thereby,  as  near- 
ly as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  resulting  there- 
from, and  shall  aescribe  the  real  estate  on  which  any  as- 
sessment is  made  under  this  section,  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  in  the  thirty-ninth  section  of  this  act,  in  relation 
to  the  assessment  of  taxes.    If  there  be  any  building  on  any 
land  taken  for  such  improvement,  the  owner  thereof  shall 
have  ten  days,  or  such  time  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
allow,  after  the  final  assessment  of  the  jury  is  returned  to, 
and  confirmed  by,  the  board  of  trustees,  to  remove  the  same;

lage, that  such  determination  ana  assessment  of  the  jury 
will,  on  a  day  to  be  specified  in  said  notice,  be  confirmed  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  unless  objections  by  sOme  person  in- 
terested are  made  thereto.     AH  objections  to  any  such  d^ 
termination  and  assessment  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  briefly  sta- 
ted in  writing,  and  filed  with  the  clerk.    If  no  objections 
are  made  as  aforesaid,  the  said  determination  and  assess- 
ment of  the  jury  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  board  of  trustees.

ed«c. '  any  street,  alley,  lane,  road  or  highway  in  said  village,  to 
be  graded,  paved,  repaired,  gravelled  or  McAdamized;  and 
to  cause  cross-walks  or  side-walks,  or  drains,  sowers  and 
aqueducts  to  be  constructed  and  made  in  said  village;  and 
to  cause  any  side-walks  or  drains,  sewers  and  aqueducts  to 
be  relaid,  amended  or  repaired,  and  to  cause  the  expenses 
of  all  improvements,  made  or  directed  to  be  made  under 
this  section,  to  be  assessed  upon  the  real  estate  benefitted 
by  such  improvements,  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  result* 
ing  therefrom,  as  nearly  as  may  be.  The  board  of  trustees 
shall  determine  the  amount  to  be  assessed  for  all  improve- 
ments made  or  directed  under  this  section,  and  shall  appoint 
five  reputable  freeholders  of  said  village  to  make  such  as- 
sessment The  assessors  shall  be  sworn  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  said  village  faithfully  and  impartially  to 
execute  their  duty  as  such  assessors,  according  to  the  best 
of  their  ability.  They  shall  assess  the  amount  directed  by 
the  board  of  trustees  to  be  assessed  for  any  improvement 
on  the  real  estate  deemed  by  them  to  be  benefitted  thereby, 
in  proportion  to  the  benefit  resulting  thereto,  as  nearly  as 
may  be.

§  45.  All  assessments  for  improvements  authorized  by  xnea^u 
the  forty-third  and  forlyfourlh  sections  of  this  act,  shall  warn  see- 
be  made  upon  the  real  estate,  and  be  collected  by,  or  paid  SJ"^^^^*** 
to,  the  collector  of  said  village,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise directed.  A  corrected  copy  of  the  assessment  roll 
shall,  in  all  cases  authorized  by  the  said  forty-third  and  for- 
ty-fourth sections,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
village;  and  the  assessments, shall  be  a  lien  on  the  premises 
assessed,  for  one  year  only  after  the  final  corrected  copy 
of  the  assessment  roll  is  filed  as  aforesaid.  In  case  of  non- 
payment the  premises  may  be  sold  at  any  time  within  a 
year  from  the  time  of  filing  the  said  assessnrient  roll.  Be- 
fore any  such  sales,  an  order  shall  be  made  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  which  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  the  records  of 
the  village  by  the  clerk,  directing  the  treasurer  of  the  vil- 
lage to  sell,  and  particularly  describing  the  premises  to  be 
sold,  and  the  assessment  for  which  the  sale  is  to  be  made, 
a  copy  of  which  order  shall  be  delivered  to  the  treasurer.

ward :  and  when  so  assembled,  they  shall,  by  ballot  and 
by  a  plurality  of  votes,  elect  two  trustees,  residents  of  the 
ward  in  which  such  election  is  held;  and  on  the  same  ballot 
shall  vote  for  some  one  person  resident  of  the  said  village, 
to  be  president  thereof:  and  in  the  first  ward,  Jabez  Mea- 
cham  shall  attend  at  and  preside  over  such  election,  and  in 
the  second  ward  William  Vorce  shall  in  like  manner  attend 
and  preside,  and  in  the  third  ward  Asa  C.  Dickinson  shall 
in  like  manner  attend  and  preside,  and  in  the  fourth  ward 
Charles  Howard  shall  in  like  manner  attend  and  preside. 
The  officers  so  presiding  shall  receive  and  canvass  the  votes 
given,  decide  on  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  shall  cer- 
tify in  writing  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each  porson 
voted  for  at  such  election.  At  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day,  the  said  presiding  officers  shall  meet  at 
the  house  of  Lawrence  W.  Cole  in  the  said  village,  and 
shall  then  and  there  decide,  from  the  certificates  of  such 
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election  in  each  ward»  (and  which  they  shall  bring  with 
them  and  produce)  what  person,  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
of  the  saia  village,  has  been  elected  president  thereof,  and 
what  persons,  by  a  like  plurality  in  each  ward,  are  elected 
trustees  therein;  and  such  decision  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  said  presiding  officers,  together  with  the  said  certificates 
of  election  in  each  ward,  shall  be  filed  by  them  with  the 
clerk  of  the  said  trustees,  whenever  one  shall  be  chosen  by 
them.

The  trea-  "■•**'"** 
sorer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  village, 
and  disburse  them  as  the  said  board  may  direct,  keeping 
regular  books,  vouchers  and  accounts  thereof,  and  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  said  board  when  thereto  required,  to- 
gether with  an  account  current  and  balance  sheet.  . 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  may  take,  hold,  purchase  and  ^^^^  M

said  corporation  may  require. 

§  8.  The  boaVd  of  trustees  of  the  said  village  shall  have  j 
power, 

1.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  buildings;  for  building 
aqueducts  and  reservoirs  for  water,  and  public  sewers ; 
for  digging  and  constructing  welU,  cisterns  and  pumps  for 

22* 
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the  use  of  the  said  village;  and  for  jpreservin^  and  keeping 
in  repair  all  the  property  of  the  saicL  corporation. 

2.  To  purchase  fire  engines,  hooks,  ladders  and  other 
apparatus  and  implements  tor  extinguishing  fires  in  the  said 
viiiaoe;  to  fix  the  salary  or  compensation  (it  any  is  allowed) 
of  all  or  any  of  the  officers  chosen  by  the  said  board  of 
trustees. 

3.  For  causing  fire  places,  chimneys,  stoves  and  stove- 
pipes, to  be  inspected,  and  to  be  so  constructed  or  put  up  as 
to  be  free  from  danger  from  fire,  and  for  such  purposes  the 
board  may  authorize  any  proper  officer,  by  them  to  be  ap- 
pointed, to  lenter  houses,  buildings  and  ground  at  all  proper 
times. 

4.  To  compel  the  inhabitants  to  make  scuttles  on  the  roofs 
of  buildings,  to  deposit  their  ashes  in  safe  places,  and  to  pro- 
vide and  keep  fire-buckets,  which  are  hereby  exempted  from 
distress,  seizure  or  sale  on  execution,  or  for  rent;  to  organize 
fire  companies,  and  hook  and  ladder  companies,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  their  government  and  exercise,  and  for  their  ap- 
pointment and  removal;  such  companies  shall  be  free  from 
military  and  jury  duty  in  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
provided  no  such  company  shall  exceed  the  number  of  twen- 
tv-five  persons;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  to  aid  in  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires;  to  purchase,  establish  and  regulate 
hay  scales,  and  to  *appoint  weiffh-masters  and  regulate  their 
fees:  to  prevent  ana  remove  obstructions  in  the  streets,  side 
walks,  alleys  and  public  squares  of  the  said  village;  to  pro- 
tect trees  in  the  said  village;  to  provide  for  lighting  the 
streets;  to  prevent  improper  and  immoderate  riding  and 
driving;  to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
sheep,  swine,  and  geese;  to  restrain  gaming  and  all  fraudu- 
lent devices;  to  regulate  grocers  and  keepers  of  victualling- 
houses;  to  restrain  or  regulate  exhibitions  of  caravans  of 
animals,  of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  or  other  show  or 
exhibition  for  money;  to  prevent  the  firing  of  fire-arms  or 
fire  works;  to  abate  nuisances,  and  prevent  encroachments 
on  streets  or  side  walks;  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  trans- 
porting of  gun-powder;  to  establish  and  regulate  markets; 
to  prevent  riots,  noises  and  disorderly  assemblages,  and  to 
regulate  swimming  and  bathing  in  the  waters  in  or  bounding 
on  the  said  village;  to  issue  warrants  for  the  collection  of 
taxes,  and  to  renew  the  same;  to  prescribe  fines,  penalties 
and  forfeitures  for  violating  any  by-law,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  any  one  offence,  and  which  fines,  penalties  and 
forfeitures  may  be  sued  for  and  collected  with  costs,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  trea- 
surer of  the  said  village,  in  an  action  of  debt,  assumpsit  or 
case;  and  to  make  all  regulations  whatever  in  any  thing  con- 
cerning the  health,  benefit  and  good  government  of  the  said 
village,  the  duties  of  its  officers,  and  their  powers  and  lia- 
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bnUies  :•  but  no  by-law  or  regulation  shall  remain  in  force 
longer  thdn  two  years  from  the  passing  thereof,  unless  re^* 
newcd  by  the  said  board;  and  every  such  renewal  shall  re- 
main in  force  only  for  tlic  like  time  from  the  renewal  thereof. 

§  9.  The  president,  trustees,  clerk,  treasurer,  collector,  JJ^JJJ^ 
and  constable,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of

The  said  board  shall  cause  a  tax  list  to  be 
made  for  raising  such  tax,  and  shall^  as  far  as  is  practica- 
ble, take  and  adopt  the  valuation  of  property  in  the  said  vil- 
lage from  the  last  assessment  rolls  ot  the  said  town  of  Rich* 
land;  and  the  said  board  shall,  under  their  common  seal, 
and  signed  by  their  clerk,  authorize  their  collector  to  col- 
lect the  said  tax,  and  pay  the  amount  to  their  treasurer,  re- 
taining in  his  hands  five  per  cent  for  collecting;  and  the  said 
collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  tax,  with  like  pow- 
ers and  authority  as  collectors  of  towns^  and  shall  pay  the 
same  to  their  treasurer  at  the  time  directed  in  his  warrant 
and  which  moneys  when  paid,  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  said  board. 

§  1 1.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  swewing 
side-walks,  streets,  public  squares  and  highways  within  the  said  ^*^^  ' 
village  to  be  levelled,  raised,  gravelled,  stoned,  paved,  flag- 
ged and  repaired,  and  to  pass  by-laws  .requiring  the  owners 
and  occupants  of  real  estate  opposite  thereto  to  make  such  im- 
provements, and  in  case  of  any  default  therein  by  any  owner 
or  occupant  to  cause  the  expense  of  making  the  same  to  be 
levied  and  collected  by  warrant,  under  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  said  trustees,  on  the  ffoods  and  chatties  of  the  oflTend- 
er,  to  be  directed  to  the  collector  of  the  said  village,  who 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  thereon  the  same  fees,  as  a  constable  ^ould  be  on 
execution,  and  if  the  same  cannot  be  collected  on  such  war- 
rant, then  the  land  opposite  to  such  improvement  shall  be 
chargeable  with  the  payment  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  a  lien 
thereon,  and  after  six  months  default  in  the  payment  there- 
of, the  treasurer  of  the  said  village  shall  cause  the  said  prem- 
ises to  be  advertised  for  sale  in  a  public  newspaper  printed 
in  the  said  county  of  Oswego,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in

The  P^^  ^  the  State  of  MhihYork,  repreeented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembfyj  do  enact  as  foOowe: 

§  1.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Jandes  Ingham,  Benja- 
lUin  Clapp,  Henry  Messeir,  and  all  such  persons  as  may  as- 
sociate together,  in  the  town  of  Fishkill,  in  the  county  of 
Dutchess,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  one  or  more  fire 
etiginesl  and  oth^i"  impldmeiits  tot  extinguishing  fires  in  the 
Skid  towh  6t  Fishkill,  to  meet  togettier  at  any  time  after  the 
passage  of  tills  act,  and  choose  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  of  their  number  to  be  trustees,  to  be  called  "The 
Fi'anklitiddd  Pii'e  Company,"  who  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
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and  shall  have  perpetual  succession^  and  by  that  name  be 
capable  of  taking,  holding  and  conveying  property,  real  and 
personal,  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires, 
and  the  preservation  of  the  engines,  tools  and  implements 
of  the  said  company. 

§  2.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  or  a  majority  ^*'«»«»' 
of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  nominate

All  such  persons  as  are  now  members  of  the  society 
for  the  relief  of  orphan  and  destitute  children  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo,  and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  mem- 
bers thereof,  by  subscribing  to  the  constitution,  and  who 
shall  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  said  society,  or  who 
shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  society,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  according  to  the  by-laws  thereof,  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  *^  The  Buffalo 
Orphan  Asylum,"  for  the  purpose  of  protecting,  relieving 
and  educating  orphan  and  destitute  children  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo. 

Tmitees.  §  2.  The  estate  and  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  eleven  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  and  Orlando  Al- 
len, Daniel  Bowen,  Cyrus  Athiaire,  Samuel  N.  Callender, 
Nathan  Lyman,  Jesse  Merritt,  Samuel  Wilkeson,  E.  H.

Passed  April  24,  1837. 

TTie  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate atid  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  corponuon 
to  this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  ^^^^^ 
name  of  "  The  Fort-Plain  and  Otsego  McAdam  or  Hard 
Road  Company." 

§  2.    The  corporation  hereby   created  shall  jjossess  the  Genem

the  said  society,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  its  elections  and 
upon  all  questions  submitted  to  its  decision  by  the  board  of 
managefB  i^nd  board  of  trustees  respectively,  or  either  of 
them,  at  any  public  meeting  of  the  society  regularly  con- 
vened. 
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^  4.  James  Boorman,  Charles  Butler,  Eli  Wainwrigbt, 
William  A.  Tomlinson,  Charles  March,  Peter  6.  Stuyvesant, 
Robert  Dyson,  George  S.  Robbins  and  Charles  Colgate, 
shall  compose  the  first  board  of  trustees;  and  whenever  a 
vacanoy  in  said  board  shall  happen,  the  same  shall  be  filled, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  by  the  votes  of  the  remain- 
ing trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  to  be  called  for  that  purpose  and  held  in 
pursuance  of  due  notice,  as  prescribed  by  the  by*law8  of  the 
said  corporation.

§  1.  The  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  ^SJqJ' 
shall  pay  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury,  belonging  to 
the  capital  of  the  common  school  fund,  to  the  commission- 
ers of  highways  of  the  town  of  Greenwich,  in  the  county  of 
Washington,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  by  them 
expended  in  rebuilding  bridges  in  said  town;  which  said 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  charged  in  the  books 
of  the  comptroller  as  a  debt  dUe  from  said  town  of  Green- 
wich to  the  state,  with  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  the  said  debt  shall  beiopg  to 
the  common  school  fuqd.

ty-eight,  to  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  taxa-

cofporetioii  ^  1.  Asahel  Buck,  Jefiferson  B.  Clark  and  William  Guthrie, 
created.  jyj^  gy^j^  other  persons  as  shall  become  stockholders  in  the 
y  corporation  hereby  created,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 

corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  ''  Chemung  Bridge  Compa- 
ny," for  the  purpose  of  building  a  toll  bridge  across  the 
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Chemung  river,  at  some  suitable  point  between  the  Upper 
Narrows,  in  the  townof  Chemung  and  the  Pennsylvania  state 
-  line,  to  continue  for  the  term  of  thirty  years. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  six  ftock.

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVeio-Fori,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Attica,  in  the  county  of  corponaoii 
Grenesee,  known  and  distinguished  as  lots  number  five  and  ^'^*^- 
Ax,  in  the  sixteenth  section,  and  lots  number  eleven  and 
twelve,  in  the  twelfth  section,  in  said  town,  shall  hereafter 
be  distinguished  and  known  by  the  name  of  <*  The  Village 
of  Attica;"  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  m 
said  village  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Attica."

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vote  for  members  of  assembly  therein,  shall  meet  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  Jane  next,  at  such  place  in  said  Tiliaffe, 
and  at  such  time  of  day,  as  the  justice  or  justices  of  me 
peace  residins  in  said  village  shall  direct,  whose  duty  it  shall 
DO  to  give  at  least  five  days'  notice  in  writing  of  such  eleo 
tion  previous  thereto,  by  posting  up  such  notice  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  said  village;  and  they  shall  then  and 
there  elect  by  ballot  five  trustees,  one  of  whom  shall  be  by 
the  said  trustees,  at  their  first  meeting,  appointed  president 
of  said  village ;  three  assessors,  one  clerk,  one  treasurer 
and  one  collector,  who  shall  each  and  every  one  of  them 
be  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid; 
and  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  said  town,  re- 
siding within  said  village,  shall  attend  and  preside  as  inspec-

exhibited  by  common  showmen;  to  restraining  anv  riot, 
noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblage  in  any  place  in 
said  village. 

§  8.  The  trustees  as  often  as  they  shall  make  or  pu^^^^b j^^etud 
any  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  ^  ^  '^' 
mav  ordain  and  provide  such  reasonable  fines,  forfeitures 
and  penalties  upon  the  offenders  against  any  such  by-laws, 
as  they  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  any 
one  o&nce,  to  be  prosecuted  and  recovered  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  oy  the  trustees,  in  the  corporate  name  of 
the  said  corporation:  and  in  all  cases  it  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient for  the  said  trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought 
for  any  such  penalties  or  for^iture,  to  declare  generally 
under  this  section,  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence. 
And  the  freeholders  aod  inhabitants  of  said  village  are  here-

The  People  of  the  SteUe  of  New-  Yorky  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  Hervey  Edwards,  John  McViccar,  Jacob  R.  De  Puy^ 
Alfred  Clark,  Caleb  Whitford,  David  Collin,  John  Yelver- 
ton,  Albert  Neely  and  Darlin  Thompson,  together  with  such 
other  persons  as  are  now  with  them  joint  owners  of  the 
house  and  lot  in  the  village  of  Fayetteville,  now  used  and 
known  as  the  Fayetteville  academy,  together  with  such  oth- 
er persons  as  may  become  members  of  the  corporation  here- 
by created,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  coiporatc  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Fayetteville  Academy."  And  by  that  name 
they  and  their  successors  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have, 
hold  and  occupy  the  said  house  and  lot  in  Fayetteville,  and 
to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and  enjoy  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, and  to  lease,  sell  or  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
the  same.  But  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
a  lioard  of  trustees,  nine  in  number,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. — 
And  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  shall  be  the  first 
trustees  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  April,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight.

number  twenty ;  thence  westerly  along  said  southerly  line 
to  the  easterly  line  of  township  numter  nineteen ;  thence

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in

§  1.  The  supreme  court  oommissioner  residing  at  Coo- 
perstown,  Otsego  county,  and  his  successors,  are  hereby 
empowered,  authorized  and  required  to  perform  all  the  du« 
ties,  and  execute  every  act,  power  and  trust  which  the  first 
judge,  or  any  other  judge  ot  the  county  courts  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Otsego,  of  the  degree  of  counsellor  at  law  in  the  su- 
preme court,  may  or  could  perform  and  execute  out  of  court, 
relating  to  such  courts,  according  to  law,  and  the  rules  and 
practice  thereof. 

§  2.  The  acts  of  the  present  supreme  court  coounissioner^ 
residing  at  Cooperstown,  under  the  act  passed  January  38, 
1886,  in  relation  to  the  said  commissioner,  are  hereby  con- 
firmed.

§  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  salary  of 
the  surveyor-general  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  The  salanr  of  the  following  oiiicers  shall  be  increas-

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVfeiD-Fdri,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly f  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  I.  The  tract  of  territorv  at  the  foot  of  the  Seneca  lake.  Boon* of 
comprised  within  a  square,  bounded  on  the  east  bv  the  new*^*^*"***' 
pre-emption  line;  on  the  north  by  the  centre  of  the  turn- 
pike road,  and  the  centre  of  the  road  passing  in  front  of  the 
dwelling  of  Thomas  D.  Burrall;  on  the  west  by  the  west 
line  of  the  eight  acre  tots,  and  on  the  south  by  a  Hne  run- 
ning cast  and  west,  at  a  distance  of  one  mile  south  of  the 
public  square  in  Geneva,  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the 
name  of  '*  The  Village  of  Geneva;"  and  that  territory,  to- 
gether with  the  inhabitants  residing  therein,  shall  be  a  cor- 
poration by  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of 
Geneva,"  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  vested  with,  and 
in  possession  of,,  all  the  estates,  real  and  personal,  rights, 
privileges  and  immunities,  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  this  act,  appertain  and  belong  to  the  said  village  of  Ge- 
neva. 

§  2.  The  ofllicers  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  five  oflcer*. 
trustees,  three  assessors,  one  clerk,  one  treasurer  and  One 
constable,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  corporation 
qualified  to  vote  di  the  annual  state  elections;  one  police 
jtistice  to  be  itppWrifed  by  tiie  goVeriior  and  setiate,  and  the 
trotftee's  nhM  appoint  oM  attorney,  one  street  coritunitoloher, 
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three  fire  wardens,  two  wood  inspectors,  one  pound  master^ 
one  swine  driver,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  autho- 
rized by  this  act. 

§  3.  An  election  of  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be

1%e  People  of  th^  State  of  Mw-York^  represented  in  S^ 
note  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

^  I.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Samuel  Hinckley,  his  heirs  and  F^^J"~^ 
assigns,  to  establish  and  maintain  a  ferry  from  the  foot  of  ^^' 
Market-street,  in  the  village  of  Cape  Vincent,  to  Ix>ng  or 
Grand  Island,  in  Upper  Canada,  for  ten  years  from  the  time 
the  grant  heretofore  made  to  William  Johnston  shall  ex- 
pire; and  shall  at  all  times  during  the  period  aforesaid  keep 
and  maintain  suflicient  boats  for  public  accommodation.

The  Peonk  of  the  State  of  Jfew-Torkj  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  corporation 
to  this  act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  ^'""'^ 
politic  and  corporate,  for  the  term  of'^fift;^  years,  by  the 
name  of  ''The  Jordan  and  Skaneateles  Rail-Road  Compa- 
pany,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  rail-road  from  the 
village  of  Jordan,  to  unite  with  the  northern  terminatioft 
of  t&  Skaneateles  rail-road,  on  such  route  as  a  majority  of 
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the  directors  of  said  company  shall  determine  to  be  best 
adapted  to  the  public  accommodation;  and  may  take,  trans- 
port, carry  and  convey  property  and  persons  upon  the  same, 
by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  me- 
chanical power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them. 
Time  limited  §  2.  If  the  Said  Corporation  shall  not  within  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act  commence  the  construction  of 
the  said  road,  and  expend  at  least  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  thereon,  and  shall  not  within  four  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act  finish  the  said  road  and  put  the  same  in 
operation,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  tnenceforth  for- 
ever cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void.

§  1.  William  Turner,  Mary  Turner  widow,  Ann  Turner  wy^'JlJj^f 
and  Mary  Turner,  of  the  town  of  Camden,  in  the  county  Sy  horcT 
of  Oneida,  are  hereby  authorized  to  hold,  devise,  dispose  iSSid**'^*'^ 
of,  and  convey,  real  estate  within  this  stale,  which  has  or 
would  descena  to  them  as  heirs  at  law  of  John  Turner,  de- 
ceased, in  the  same  manner  as  natural  born  citizens  could 
hold,  dispose  of  or  convey  such  real  estate;  and  their  title 
to  the  same  shall  in  no  way  be  impeached  or  affected  on  ac- 
count of  their  alienage,  or  of  the  alienage  of  the  said  John 
Turner,  deceased :  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  authorize  the  said  William  Turner,  Mary  Turner  widow, 
Ann  Turner  and.

Passed  May  6,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
ncUe  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  corporatioa 
to  this  act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  crMued. 
politic  and  corporate,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years,  by  the 
name  of  "The  Penfield  and  Canal  Rail-Road  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  rail-road  between  the  vil- 
lage of  Penfield  and  the  Erie  canal,  in  the  county  #f  Mon- 
roe, on  such' route  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  determine  to  be  best  adapted  to  the  public 
accommodation;  and  may  take,  transport,  carry  ana  con- 
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vey  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power 
and  lorce  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  mechanical  power, 
or  of  any  combination  of  them. 

§  2.  If  the  said  corporation  shall  not,  within  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence  the  construction  of 
the  said  road,  and  expend  at  least  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  thereon,  and  shall  not,  within  four  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  finish  the  said  road  and  put  the  same  in 
operation,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  thenceforth  for- 
ever cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void.

§  1.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  company  to  com* 
mence  and  construct  said  road  by  sections,  and  to  go  into 
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operation  upon  the  subscription  of  such  part  of  the  capital 
as  is  necessary  for  the  construction  of  any  given  section, 
the  said  road,  or  the  route  thereof,  shall  be  divided  into  the 
following  sections  or  portions,  to  wit:  that  portion  of  said

said  Oak  hill,  by  the  most  convenient  route  to  be  designat- 
ed by  the  said  president  and  directors,  so  as  to  intersect  the 
present  turnpike  road  at  or  near  the  place  it  crosses  the 
Iloosick  river.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

LI.  The  commissioners  of  common  schools  of  the  city  of 
iny»  in  each  year,  shall  apportion  of  the  moneys  paid  to 
the  chamberlain  of  said  city,  for  the  support  of  common 
schools,  one  hundred  dollars  to  each  school  district  east  of 
Perry-street,  and  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  school  district 
west  of  Perry^street;  said  moneys  to  remain  in  the  cham- 
berlain's hands  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  each  school  dis- 
trict, in  quarterly  payments,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  July, 
October  and  January,  in  each  year,  to  be  applied  for  con- 
tingent expenses,  repairs,  fuel,  &c.,  and  to  be  accounted  for 
as  other  school  moneys  are,  to  the  district  and  to  the  com- 
missioners of  common  schools. 
AUowaoeete  §  2.  The  Commissioners  of  common  schools  shall  appor- 
orphanaay.  ^^^  annually,  ou  the  returns  of  qualified  teachers,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  children  in  the  Albany  orphan  asylum  for 
destitute  children,  their  proportion  of  the  public  money  for 
the  support  of  schools,  according  to  the  eleventh  section  of 
the  act  relating  to  common  schools  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
passed  April  17,  1830,  which  money,  when  so  apportioned 
and  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  district,  shall  be  paid  to  such 
teachers  for  teachers'  wages.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Me- 
dmaj  in  the  county  of  Orleans^  passed  March  3,  1832. 

Passed  May  9,  1837. 

The  Peonle  of  the  State  of  JSTeuhYorky  represented  w  Sle- 
nate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  that  tract  of  country  in  the  towns  of  Ridgeway  corpowtion 
and  Shelby,  in  the  county  of  Orleans,  contained  within  the  *^"^*^ 
following  boundaries,  that  is  to  say:  commencing  at  the 
point  where  the  Erie  canal  crosses  the  Oak  Orchard  creek, 
thence  south  along  the  west  margin  of  said  creek  to  the 
south  line  of  Oak  Orchard-street,  running  thence  west  to 
the  mill  race,  thence  north  along  said  race  to  the  south  line 
of  Mill-street,  thence  west  to  the  west  line  of  Prospect- 
street,  thence  north  to  the  canal,  and  thence  eastwardly 
along  the  south  margin  of  said  canal  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  oi  "  The  Village 
of  Medina;"  and  that  territory,  together  with  the  inhabi- 
tants residing  therein,  shall  be  a  bod^  corporate  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Medina,"  and  are  here-

§  1.  Section  nine  of  the  act  entitled  ''An  act  relating  to 
common  schools  in  the  city  of  Albany,"  passed  April  17th, 
1830,  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  9.  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Albany,  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  each  year,  shall  cause  a  sum  of  money 
equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  money  apportioned  to  the 
city  from  the  common  school  fund,  together  with  collec- 
tor's fees,  to  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  taxes  are  raised,  levied  and  collected; 
and  when  so  raised,  to  be  paid  to  the  chamberlain,  for  the 
support  of  common  schools  in  the  city  of  Albany,  to  be  ap- 
portioned and  distributed  as  now  provided  for  by  law.

»  §  1.  Whenever  any  street  or  alley  in  the  city  of  Troy 
shall  be  ordered  to  be  improved  by  the  common  council  of 
said  city,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  nineteenth  section  ot 
the  act  hereby  amended,  either  by  filling  in  and  forming,*  or 
cutting  down  and  forming  such  street  or  alley,  by  means  of 
which  improvement,  other  houses  or  lots  situate  upon  the 
same  street  or  ailey,  or  adjacent  to  them,  shall  be  injured, 
the  assessors  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  common  council  to 
estimate  and  assess  the  expense  of  the  said  improvement  so 
ordered,  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  such  estimate  and  as- 
sessment, estimate  and  award  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  several  houses  and  lots  injured  by 
the  improvement  of  such  street  or  alley,  and  shall  assess 
the  amount  of  such  damages  so  awarded,  together  with  the 
expense  of  improving  such  street  or  alley,  upon  the  several 
houses  and  lots  benefitted  by  suchNmprovement,  as  nearly 
as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  advantages  which  each  shall 
be  deemed  to  receive  thereby;  and  before  any  such  estimate 
and  assessment,  whereby  damages  for  injuries  by  means  of 
such  improvement  shall  be  awarded  and  assessed  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  confirmed,  notice  shall  be  given,  by  publishing 
the  same  three  successive  weeks  in  two  of  the  newspa- 
pers printed  in  said  city,  of  the  time  when  such  award,  es- 
timate and  assessment  will  be  brought  before  the  common 
council  for  confirmation;  and  the  said  common  council  at

TTie  People  of  the  State  of  Jfew-York,  represented  in  Se- 
note  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

coiBMny  §  1.  The  Mohawk  and  Hudson  rail-road  company  are 
may ^rrow  jjgj^|jy  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  such  time  or  times, 
and  in  such  amounts  as  the  directors  of  said  company  shall 
deem  most  advantageous  for  its  interests,  and  to  pledge  or 
mortgage  the  property  and  estate  belonging  to  said  compa- 
ny, or  any  part  thereof,  (except  that  pari  of  the  road  of 
said  company  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  discontinued,^  for 
the  repayment  of  any  sum  or  sums  so  borrowed,  witn  in- 
terest: and  the  said  directors  may  confer  upon  the  holders 
of  any  bond  or  evidence  of  indebtedness  they  may  issue  for 
any  money  so  borrowed,  the  right  to  convert  the  principal 
due  thereon  into  stock  of  the  said  company  at  par,  at  any 
time  not  exceeding  two  years  from  the  date  of  said  bond  or 
obligation,  under  such  regulations  as  the  said  directors  may

sard  village  as  to  public  grounds  or  buildings,  roads,  streets, 
alleys,  lanes,  walks,  drains,  sewers,  cisterns  or  reservoirs 
for  public  use;  and  also  in  every  other  respect  whatever, 
which  may  or  shall  contribute  to  the  convenience,  health, 
beauty  or  safety  of  the  said  village;  and  of  raising  money 
l^  tax,  to  be  assessed  and  collected  as  hereinafter  mention- 
ed, for  any  and  all  the  purposes  aforesaid;  an  J  for  purchas* 
tng  fire  engines  and  other  implements  for  extinguishing  fires, 
and  for  organizing  and  maintaining  fire  companies,  and  for 
making  a  reasonable  com|)ensation  to  the  officers  of  the  cor- 
poration. But  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  or  money  raised,  as* 
sessed  or  collected  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  no  pur* 
chase  or  sale  of  any  real  estate  made,  and  no  public  build- 
ings erected  or  disposed  of,  without  the  consent  of  the  free- 
holders and  inhabita?it8  of  said  village,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
in  open  meeting,  either  at  the  annual  meeting  or  a  special 
meeting,  duU*  notified:  and  no  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  be  raised  in  any  one  year,  and  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  the  raising  of  any  such  tax,  or  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  any  real  estate,  or  for  the  erection  or 
disposal  of  any  public  building,  unless  he  be  liable  to  be  as- 
sessed and  taxed  for  real  or  personal  estate  in  said  village, 
exclusive  of  street  or  highway  tax.  All  moneys  raised  by 
tax  or  otherwise,  or  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  oe  subject  to  the  order,  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  for 
the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  for  the  purposes 
for  which  any  tax  may  ha  raised. 

§  11.  All  taxes  levied,  by  virtue  of  tliis  act,  shall  be  as-Ai 
sessed  by  the  assessors  of  said  village  upon  the  inhabitants^ 
thereof,  and  upon  the  owners  of  real  and  personal  estate 
within  said  village,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  advantages 
which  will  result  to  individuals  respectively  from  the  im- 
provements contemplated  to  be  made  by  such  tax.  Immo* 
diately  on  any  tax  being  voted  to  be  raised,  the  trustees 
sh.ill  issue  their  order  to  the  assessors,  stating  the  general 
purpose?  for  which  the  tax  was  voted,  and  requinng  the 
said  assessors  to  proceed  to  assess  and  apportion  the  same 
on  the  inhabitants  and  property  as  above  stated.  On  re- 
ceiving such  order,  the  assessors  shall  proceed  to  Assess  and 
apportion  said  tax,  with  the  fees  for  collection,  and  shall 
complete  the  same,  and  put  up  the  notices  hereafter  men- 
tioned, within  twenty  days.  On  the  same  being  completed, 
die  said  assessors  shall  post  up  notices  in  three  or  more  of 
the  most  public  places  in  said  village,  signifying  that  said 
assessment  roll  is  completed,  and  stating  where  llio  same, 
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or  a  copy  thorDof^  can  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  one  in* 
ieresicil,  and  staling  also  the  time  and  place  that  the  triis* 
tees  will  meet  to  hear  any  appei9l  from  sudi^  assessment. 
Such  time  shall  be  on'thts  tcntli  day  aitcr  the  posting  up  of 
said  notices.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  said  no- 
tices, t[ie' trustees  and  the  said  assessors  shall  meet,  and 
any  person  feeling  himself  a^rieved*  may  then  and  tliere  a|>- 
peal  from  tne  assessment  of  the  lx>ard  of  trustees.  The 
trustees  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  hear  the  said  appeal,  oa 
well  on  the  part  of  the  appellant  as  the  assessors,  ond  shall 
do  justice  in  the  premises.  The  decision  of  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  shall  be  fmaL  The  tax-roll  assessment  or  ap- 
portionment shall  be  filed  with  the  clerki  and  a  duplicate 
thereof  made  for  the  collector. 
c^eetm'9  §  |2^  The  tax-roll  being  thus  completed,  shall  be  collect- 
ed by  the  collector,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  trus- 
tees, under  the  corporiite  seal,  signed  by  the  president  and 
clerk,  and  annexed  to  the  said  copy  of  the  said  roll,  and 
shall  be  collected  within  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
said  trustees,  and  expressed  in  said  warrant;  and  in  the  col- 
lection of  any  such  tax,  the  said  collector  sliall  have  the 
same  compensation,  and  like  powers  and  privikvzes,  and  un- 
der like  restrictions,  as  town  collectors  by  law  have  under 
the  warrant  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  counties.

§  iO*  The  person  acting  as  auctioneer,  after  deducting  Avaite  of 
bis  fees  for  selling,  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  kH**^^^ 
shall  pay  the  avails  of  such  sale  or  sales  to  the  treasurer,  * 
who  shall  execute  duplicate  receipts  for  the  same,  which 
receipts  shall  be  disposed  of  as  in  the  fifteenth  section  above 
mentioned.  The  treasurer  shall  deduct  from  the  avails  of 
the  sale  the  tax  for  which  the  property  was  sold,  together 
w«th  the  costs  of  advertisement  and  sale,  not  otlierwise  fiaid; 
and  the  balance  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  owner  of 
the  estate  sold,  or  if  the  owner  be  unknown,  to  the  credit  of 
the  real  estate  sold;  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the 
estate  sold,  at  any  time  when  ascertained,  by  the  treasurer, 
on  the  order  of  the  trustees.  The  receipts  last  mentioned 
shall  sfNicify  the  amount  of  the  tax,  costs,  &c.  placed  to  the

§  17.  Ail  money  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  byTrtMunr 
virtue  of  this  act,  shall  bo  paid  out  by  him  on  the  order  of  ItoF^r ^^ 
the  trustees,  and  not  otherwise.  '^'' 


§  16.  The  treasurer  shall  keop  regular  and  true  boohs  ^ 
of  account,  showing  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  all 
moneys  which  come  to  his  hands;  showing  for  what  pur- 
pose and  from  what  source  received,  and  how  disbursed 
and  to  whoso  credit  placed;  and  at  each  annual  meeting 
shall  submit  a  statement,  in  writing,  to  the  freeholders  and 
inhabitants  of  said  village,  showing  the  same  for  the  yeac 
preceding  such  oieeting.

the  limits  thereof,  under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the 
said  corporation  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  the  exc^lusion  of 
the  commissioners  of  highways  of  said  town  of  Pomfret* 
The  said  trustees  shall  Irom^time  to  time,  and  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary,  divide  the  said  village  into  a  convenient 
number  of  road  or  street  districts,  and  may  alter  them  as 
often  as  they  may  see  fit  and  proper,  and  appoint  to  each 
district  an  overseer,  who  shal!  have  the  same  power,  lie  sub- 

J'ect  to  the  same  restrictions  and  liabilities,  as  overseers  of 
lighways  of  towns;  shall  return  the  names  of  all  persons 
liable  to  work  in  hjs  district  to  the  assessors,  who  shall  pro- 
coed  with  the  same,  as  the  commissioners  of  highways  of 
towns.

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lations  and  by-laws,  nn  may  be  thought  proper,  not  incon* 
aUtent  with  any  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  United  States^ 
and  may  fix  any  penalties,  not  exceeding  teti  doliam  for  anjr 
one  oflfence,  for  the  violation  of  any  such  rule,  regulation 
or  by-law;  to  regulate  public  markets,  streets,  alleys,  high-

§  29.  The  s*iid  corporation  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  and 
be  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in  the  third  title  of 
chapter  eighteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable, 
jgjywto  §  8  *.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  on  the  passage  thereof; 
and  the  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  or  repeal  the 
same. 


Chap.  430. 

AN  ACT  io  prevent  usury. 

Passed  May  16,  18S7. 

The  People  of  the  SUaie  of  New-  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  The  fifth  section  of  title  three  of  chapter  four,  put 

£>*Me-    xmo  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  5.  All  bonds,  bills,  notes,  assurances,  convejranoes,  all 
other  contracts  or  securities  whatsoever,  (except  bottomry 
and  respondentia  bonds  and  contracts,)  and  all  deposites  oif 
goods  or  other  things  whatsoever,  wheroujpon  or  whereby 
there  shall  be  reserved  or  taken,  or  secured  or  agreed  to  w 
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reserved  or  taken,  any  greater  aum,  or  greater  vahie,  for 
the  loan  or  forlicarancc  of  any  money,  goods  or  other  things 
ioartion,  than  is  above  prescribed,  shall  be  void;  but  this 
act  shall  not  affect  such  paper  aa  has  been  made  and  trans-, 
ferred  previous  to  the  time  it  shall  take  eflect. 

§  2.  Whenever  in  an  action  at  law  the  defendent  shall  ^ 
plead  or  give  notice  of  the  defence  of  usury,  and  shall  ve» 
rify  the  truth  of  hit»  plea  or  notice  by  aflSdavit,  he  may,  for 
the  purpose  of  proving  the  usury,  call  and  examine  the 
plaintiff  as  a  witness,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  witnesses 
may  be  called  and  examined. 

§  3.  Every  person  offendmg  against  the  provisions  of  thee 

said  title,  or  of  this  act,  may  1^  compelled  to  answer  on  oath  ^SLdtolw' 
any  bill  that  shall  be  exhibited  against  him,  in  the  court  of  "^^ 
chancery,  for  relief,  or  discovery,  or  both. 

§  4.  Whenever  anv  borrower  of  money,  goods,  or  things  ag^ 
in  action,  shall  file  a  bill  in  chancery  for  relief  or  discovery,  *^'■*•''• 
or  both,  against  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 
title  or  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  him  to  pay 
or  offer  to  pay  any  interest  or  principal  on  the  sum  or  thins 
loaned;  nor  shall  any  court  of^  chancerv  require  or  compel 
the  payment  or  deposite  of  the  principal  sum  or  interest,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  as  a  condition  of  granting  relief  or  com* 

Elling  or  discovering  to  the  borrower  in  any  case,  usurious 
ins  forbidden  by  said  title  or  by  this  act 


§  5.  Whenever  it  shall  satisfactorilv  appear  by  the  ad* 
missions  of  the  defendant,  or  by  proof,  that  any  bond,  bill,  «^"^ 
note,  assurance,  pledge,  conveyance,  contract,  security,  or 
any  evidence  of  debt,  has  been  taken  or  received  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  .of  caid  title  or  of  this  act,  the  court 
of  chancery  shall  declare  the  same  to  be  void,  and  enjoin 
any  prosecution  thereon,  and  order  the  same  to  be  surren- 
dered and  cancelled. 

§  6.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  receive  i 
any  greater  mterest,  discount  or  consideration  than  is  pre- 
scribed in  the  said  title,  and  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
said  title  or  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof,  the  person  so  offeodinff 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dot 
lars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  courts  of  justice  to  charge  c 
the  grand  jury  especially  to  inquire  into  any  violations  of  ^|;|||[S^^||m 
the  provisions  of  the  said  title  or  of  this  act. 

§  8.  Every  plaintiff  examined  as  a  witness  pursuant  to  fmimmm 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  defendant  under  the  pro-  ^  ^^ 
visions  of  this  act,  who  shall  swear  falselv,  shall  upon  con* 
viction  thereof  suffer  the  pains  and  penalties  pf  wilful  and 
corrupt  perjury;  but  the  testimony  ffiven  by  any  plaintiff,

§  1.  AH  that  part  of  the  town  of  Mount-Pleasant,  in  theggnwyKm 
county  of  Westchester,  contained  in  the  following  bounds, 
that  IS  to  say:  Beginning  at  the  Hudson  river  where  a  run 
of  water,  on  the  land  of  Elias  Anser,  empties  into  the  said 
Hudson  river  north  of  Sing* Sing;  from  thence  enstwardly 
on  a  straight  line  to  the  house  owned  and  occupied  by  the 
widow  Hendrickson,  and  including  the  said  huusc;  thence

fires,  and  direct  and  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  to  put 
the  same  in  a  safe  condition;  to  examine  and  regulate 
weights  and  measures  of  the  said  village;  to  erect  and  re- 
gulate hay  scales  in  the  same;  to  provide  hooks  and  ladders, 
and  other  necessary  apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires,  to  be 
used  by  the  fire  companies,  whose  number  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty-four  men  to  each  engine  in  said  village;  to 
prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  fire  companies  in  pre- 
venting and  extinguishing  fires;  to  require  the  inhabitants 
to  furnish  water  buckets,  cisterns  and  reservoirs  of  water 
for  the  like  purpose;  to  establish  a  public  pound,  and  deter- 
mine upon  tne  duties  and  foes  of  the  pound  master;  to  regu- 
late, repair  and  improve  the  sidewalks  and  crosswalks,  high- 
ways and  publi  i  squares  in  the  said  village;  to  take  charge 
and  the  care  of  all  public  property  belonging  to  the  corpora- 
tion; to  alter,  amend,  revise  or  repeal  any  by-laws,  rule,  regu- 
lation or  ordinance  adopted  by  them  that  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  into  full  effect  the  intent  and  provisions  of  this  act, 
which  shall  take  effect  on  the  expiration  of  eight  days  after 
their  first  publication;  and  also  to  prescribe  and  ordain  suit- 
able fines,  penalties  and  forreitures  for  offences  against 
such  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  and  the 
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provisimis  of  this  act,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  any 
offence,  and  may  for  suiliuient  reason,  in  their  disci elion« 
remit  sueh  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  wholly  or  io 
part. 

§  13.  The  said  trustees,  upon  the  petition  or  consent  in 
writing  of  a  innjority  of  the  persons  liable  to  be  assessed 
lherefi)r,  may  lay  out,  make  and  open  streets,  roads,  aUcys 
or  highways  in  said  village,  under  the  restrictions  and  pro« 
visions  of  the  statute  authorizing  the  laying  out  of  highways; 
and  shall  in  all  cases  cause  the  same  to  be  accur.itely  sur-* 
▼eyed,  described  and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
clerk  of  the  said  village,  which  after  being  opened  and  com- 
pleted, shall  be  public  highways.  And  the  said  trustees 
may,  upon  like  petition  or  consent,  cause  to  be  made,  by 
grading,  raising,  levelling,  paving,  curbing  and  flagging 
such  sidewalks  and  crosswalks,  and  otherwise  regulate  the 
streets  of  said  village,  as  they  may  consider  to  be  necessa- 
ry; and  all  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  therefor,  shall  have 
the  privilege  and  opportunity  to  construct  the  sidewalks  in 
front  of  thr;ir  own  lots;  but  if  not  done  in  the  manner,  of 
the  materials,  and  within  the  time,  prescribed  by  the  trus* 
tees,  they  may  cause  them  to  be  so  constructed,  and  assess 
the  expense  thereof  U[X)n  tlie  owners.  All  assessment  for 
the  laying  out,  opening  and  making  streets,  alleys,  road* 
or  hi^iways,  or  constructini?  or  repairing  crosswalks  <ind 
sidewalks,*  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  property  of  those 
who  are  deemed  to  be  benefitted,  and  shall  be  in  proportion 
to  their  respective  benefits.  The  trustees  shall  determine 
who  are  to  be  assessed,  and  shall  furnish  to  the  assessors  a 
list  containing  the  names  of  all  such  persons,  and  of  the 
amount  to  be  assessed;  and  the  assessors  shall  then,  and 
within  the  time  specified  by  the  trustees,  make  the  assess* 
nient  upon  such  persons  oHiy,  and  in  proportion  as  they 
shall  deem  each  to  be  benefitted  by  the  particular  improve^ 
ment  for  which  the  assessment  is  made.  When  the  assess- 
ment is  made,  they  shall  give  the  like  notice,  and  have  the 
same  power  to  make  corrections,  as  in  the  case  of  ibe  as- 
sessment of  taxes.  They  shall  deliver  a  corrected  copy  of 
the  assessment  roll  to  the  clerk  of  the  village,  for  the  trus- 
tees. Any  person  assessed  may  appeal  within  six  days  af- 
ter the  delivery  of  the  assessment  roll  to  the  clerk,  to  the 
trustees,  for  the  correction  of  the  assessment.  The  appeal 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  delivered  to  the  clerk  or  president 
of  the  village.  In  case  of  appeal  the  trustees  shall  appoint 
a  time,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  for  the  hearing  of  those 
who  are  interested,  and  shall  cause  notice  to  bu  given  to 
them,  or  posted  for  five  days  in  some  convenient  public 
place,  designating  the  time  and  place  and  object  of  hearing; 
and  tiiey  shall  alter  the  proportions  in  such  assessment,  if 
they  are  satisfied  that  any  alteration  should  be  made.     Da- 
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mages  in  case  of  laying  out,  opening  and  making  any  new 
street,  alley,  road  or  highway  in  said  village,  shall  be  He^  ^ 
termined  in  the  same  manner  as  in  case  of  roads  and  high- 
ways in  towns;  and  the  trustees  shall  have  the  samo powers 
as  commissioners  of  highways  to  make  agreements.  The 
collection  of  such  assessments  shall  be  done  in  like  manner, 
and  enforced  with  the  same  power  in  the  collector,  as  in  the 
case  of  town  or  county  taxes;  and  all  persons  liable  to  be 
assessed  and  taxed  for  opening  and  improving  new  roads, 
&c.  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  exempt  and 
freed  from  the  assessment  and  payment  of  any  tax  or  labor 
for  opening,  making  or  repairing  any  roads  or  highways 
whatsoever,  without  the  bounds  of  the  said  village. 

§  14.  All  assessments  for  taxes  upon  real  estate,  shall  be  PeraoDiu^- 
against  the  owner  and  occupant,  and  may  be  collected  oftezea!'^ 
either;  and  if  paid  by  the  occupant,  may  be  recovered  by 
him,  in  an  action  against  the  owner  for  money  paid  by  him 
at  his  request  Taxes  against  non-resident  owners  of  land, 
may  be  collected  in  the  ordinary  wav,  or  by  suit  in  the  cor* 
porate  name;  and  a  certificate  unJer  the  corporate  seal, 
signed  by  the  president  and  clerk,  specifying  the  amount  of 
tax,  the  lots  of  land  upon  which  it  was  assessed,  when  the 
assessment  was  made,  and  the  name  of  the  person  assessed, 
shall  be  evidence  in  any  such  suit. 

§  15.  All  taxes  in  said  village  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  pro*  property  h- 
perty  liable  to  pay  the  same,  by  the  assessors  of  the  corpo-^jj^*** 
ration  before  mentioned,  and  collected  by  the  collector  of 
the  corporatict),  in  like  manner  as  the  taxes  of  counties  and 
towns  are  collected,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to  the  said  col- 
lector, directed  by.  the  said  trustees;  and  no  purchase  or  sale 
of  any  real  estate  shall  be  made,  and  no  public  buildjng 
erected  or  disposed  of  by  the  said  corporation,  without  a 
vote  of  the  inhabitants  therefor,  at  an  annupl  meeting.  And 
in  case  said  inhabitants  shall  vote  to  raise  moneys  to  erect 
or  repair  public  buildings,  or  for  any  other  of  the  purposes 
authorized  by  this  act,  it  shall  be  specified  for  what  pur- 
poses such  sum,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  appropriated 
as  far  as  may  be  convenient;  and  the  assessors  in  ansessing 
the  same  on  the  inhabitants  and  property  of  said  village,  . 
shall  apportion  |he  same  in  a  just  and  equitable  manner  up- 
on the  property  of  the  non-residents  and  the  residents  alike, 
io  proportion  as  near  as  nnay  be  to  the  advantages  which 
each  snail  be  deemed  to  receive  from  such  public  improve- 
ment, or  expen<liture,  or  from  the  objects  and  purposes  to 
which  it  shall  be  applied  when  collected. 

§  16.  The  said  village  of  Sing-Sing  shall  be  a  road  district,  iuMd<i» 
and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  the  com*  *'*^' 
roissioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Mount-Pleasant;  and 
the  trustees  of  said  village  shall  be  commissioners  of  high** 
ways,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  charged  with 
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the  same  duties  over  the  roads  in  said  village  as  commis- 
sioners of  highways  in  towns  have  or  possess:  they  shall 
divide  the  said  village  into  districts,  and  all  overseers  for 
such  and  every  purpose  elected  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
duties  and  lial:)ilities  as  overseers  of  highways  in  towns. 
The  trustees  may  cause  such  portion  of  work  to  be  laid  out, 
and  in  such  places  on  the  highways  leading  into  the  said 
village,  not  more  than  two  mili'.s  distant  from  the  landing 
as  the  inhabitants  ot  said  village  at  an  annual  meeting  may 
direct  or  designate.  The  overseers  shall  make  their  re* 
turns  to  the  trustees. 

§  17.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  act  as  a 
board  of  health,  whenever  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic 
or  any  disease  shall  render  it  necessary;  and  in  such  cases 
they  shall  make  all  proper  regulations  and  adopt  such  mea- 
sures that  may  be  required  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  from  the  introduction  and  ravages  of  disease;  ma^ 
provide  hospitals  for  the  sick  who  are  not  otherwise  suffi- 
ciently provided  for;  empK)y  medical  and  other  attendants, 
and  do  all  other  acts  and  things  applicable  and  necessary  to 
be  done,  that  are  in  accordance  with  the  laws  which  are  or 
may  be  in  force  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
health  of  the  people  of  this  state. 

§  18.  The  powers  and  duties  by  law  vested  in  the  cora^* 
missioners  of  excise  of  towns  shall  be,  and  hereby  arc  trans- 
ferred to,  and  vested  in  the  trustees  of  said  village,  so  far  as 
the  same  shall  extend  to  said  village,  and  be  exen^ised  by 
said  trustees  in  the  manner  provided  for  such  commis- 
sioners; but  no  license  to  tavern-keepers  or  grocers  shall 
be  granted  unless  upon  the  ooncurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  elected  therein;  nor  shall  the  said  trustees,  iu 
any  case  or  under  any  pretence  or  colour  whatever,  grant 
the  licenses  authorized  to  be  given  to  keepers  of  inns  and 
taverns,  to  grocers  or  keepers  of  victualling  houses ;  nor  shall 
the  trustees  have  any  rights  or  powers  in  reference  to  the 
granting  of  licenses  to  tavern-keepers  or  grocers  in  said  vil- 
lage, other  than  those  by  law  vested  in  the  commissioners 
of  excise  in  the  several  towns  in  tlifs  state. 

§  10.  The  trustees  shall  meet  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  in  Ma^%  in  each  year,  and  on  such  other 
days  as  the  president  of  the  board  shall  appoint,  in  said  vil- 
lage, for  the  pur(K>ses  contemplated  in  and  by  the  lasi  pr^ 
ceding  section  of  this  act.  The  booJc  of  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  kept  and  verified  as  by  law  is  required  of  cof»- 
missioners  of  excise,  and  all  bonds  executed  upon  the  grant* 
ing  of  any  licenses,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  vil- 
lage. 
bSSof'  ^  ^^-  .Whenever  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  any  soek 
bond,  given  by  a  tavern-keeper  or  ffrocer,  shall  hapfien,  it 
shall  be  tlio  duty  of  the  president  of  said  board  of  trustees 
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to  prosecute  the  same,  and  recover  the  penalty  thereof  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Wetstc'-hosler, 
for  the  use  of  the  pf^or  of  the  said  county;  and  upon  the 
neglect  of  such  president  to  prosecute  such  bond,  within 
fifteen  days  after  due  notice  ot  such  breach  of  the  condition 
thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  said 
county  of  Westchester  to  prosecute  the  same,  and  recover 
the  penalty  thereof,  and  account  therefor,  in  the  manner 

Erovided  by  law.  All  moneys  received  for  licenses  granted 
y  said  trustees  to  grocers  and  tavern  keepers  shall  be  paid 
oVer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  in  said  county. 

§  21.  The  b-iard  of  commissioners  of  excise  of  the  town  i 
of  Mount-Pleasant,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall  have 
no  power  ti>  grant  any  license  to  any  person  or  tavern 
keeper  in  saiu  village. 

§  22.  Evcrv  fine,  f>enalty  and  forfeiture,  incurred  for  any  saitsfiM 
offence,  shall  be  sued  lor  and  recovered  by  the  said  trustees,  ^'^^ 
in  an  action  of  dent,  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  ^ourt  having  jurisdiction  thereof; 
in  which  action  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  and  plead  ge- 
nc*rally,  and  under  any  such  dcclaraticn  and  pleading  to 

E've  s'|)ccial  matter  in  evidence.  No  inhabitant  of  said  vil- 
ge  shall,  for  that  cause,  be  disqualified  from  acting  as  jus- 
tice, juror,  witness  or  constable  in  any  such  action.  Such 
fines,  and  penalties  and  forfeitures,  when  collected,  shall^ 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
villa>re,  for  the  use  thereof. 

§  28.  All  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  re-Ctfti«i 
straining  cattle,  beasts  and  any  other  animals  from  runnine  td.^"^ 
at  large,  shall  be  collected  by  suit,  and  not  by  impounding  and 
sale;  All  cattle,  beasts  and  animals  may  be  im[>ound^-fcr 
violations  of  the  ordinance  of  the  said  corporation;  and  in- 
case the  owner  will  not  pay  the  penalties  thus  incurred,  or 
is  no*  known,  sold  for  non-payment  of  the  fees  of  the  poraiid 
master,  in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  the  like  notice,  as  is 
required  in' the  case  of  strays.  Ihe  surplus  of  any  such 
sales,  deducting  fees  of  the  pound  master,  shall  be  paid; 
within  two  days  thereafter,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village, 
for  the  owner. 

§  24.  The  president  shall  be  executive  ofliecr  of  the  vil-  PonOTtai 
lage,  and  shall  have  power  to  caU  s|)ecial  meetings  of  the  i*"*^*' 
trustees  when  he  shall  think  proper;  preside  at  all  meetrngv 
of  the  said  trustees;  to  give  a  casting  vote  on  any  questiort 
on  which  the  votes  of  the  trustees  shall  be  equaMy  divided;  to 
sign  as  such  president  all  bv*laws,  roles,  regulations,  Ordinan** 
ces,  orders,  licenses,  bonds,  appointments,  deeds,  covenants 
and  contracts,  made  by  the  trusteed  in  behalf  of  the  said' 
oorfioration,  in  all  cases  when;,  in  his  jud^ent,  such  in^rrif-' 
UMints  are  not  inooosisteftt  with  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
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to  see  that  all  by-laws,  rules,  orders,  regulations  and  ordH 
nances  lawfully  made  by  the  trustees  are  carried  into  effect 
and  duly  executed;  to  give  the  proper  notice  of  every  an-^ 
nual  or  special  meeting  of  thje  inhabitants  of  said  village 
held  under  the  authority  and  for  the  objects  specified  in  this 
act;  to  preside  at  all  such  meetings,  when  requested  so  to 
do  by  a  majority  of  the  meeting  thus  convened;  to  collect 
all  lines,  penaltios  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  this  act,  or 
any  by-law,  rule,  order,  regulation  or  decision  made  in  pur- 
suance thereof;  to  commence  and  prosecute  all  such  suits, 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  as  shall  be  ordered  or  direct- 
ed by  the  trustees;  to  pay  all  moneys  which  shall  come  into 
his  hands  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  to  the  treasurer 
thereof,  and  take  (lis  receipt  therefor;  to  sign  and  direct  the 
payment  of  all  accounts  and  demands  against  the  said  cor- 
poration that  have  been  audited  and  allowed  by  the  tnu* 
tees,  and  all  other  legal  drafts  and  demands  upon  the  trea- 
sury of  thp  said  village;  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts  and 
things  as  may  appertain  or  belong  to  the  duties  of  such  pre« 
siding  officer. 
owk  §  25.  The  clerk  of  the  said  village  shall  have  the  custody 

of  the  records,  the  common  seal,  the  books  and  papers  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  shall  file  and  preserve  all  papers 
delivered  to  him  for  that  purpose;  he  shall  prepare  and  pub- 
Ibh  the  notices  for  and  attend  all  tiie  meetings  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  said  village  and  of  the  trustees  thereof,  in  confor- 
mity with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  annual  report 
and  audited  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  as  submitted  to  the 
annual  meeting  in  a  book,  or  books,  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose;  he  shall  keep  a  poll  list  of  the  names  of  the  persons 
voting  at  any  election  of  officers  for  said  village;  and  he 
shall  attest  with  his  own  signature  all  accounts  and  drafts 
ordered  by  the  trustees  to  t^  paid  by  the  treasurer,  in  like 
manner  with  the  president.  The  books  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  the  corporation  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk,  shall  at  ^i 
reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  inhabitant 
of  said  village. 

§  26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  village 
to  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties' 
of  his  office,  and  the  safe  keeping  and  just  disbursements  of 
all  moneys  entrusted  to  biinf  in  two  sufficient  sureties*  who 
shall  be  freeholders,  and  not  at  the  time  officers  of  the  vil« 
lage,  that  shall  be  accepted  by  the  trustees;  he  shall  have 
charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  said  village,  re- 
ceive and  keep  a  full,  true  and  just  acxx>unt  of  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  6f  the  said  trustees;  he  shall  pay  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  said  corporation  all  drafts  and  demands^  directed  by 
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the  trustees  to  be  paid,  when  duly  authenticated  and  pre- 
sentcdf  and  shall,  previous  to  the  annua'  meeting  of  the  in- 
habitantSi  make  up  and  submit  his  accounts  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  an  nu'liting  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  trus- 
tees, who  shall  examine  said  accounts,  and  with  the  teasurer 
shall  be  required  to  present  a  full,  true  and  exact  statement 
thereof,  including  in  such  expose  the  condition  of  the  finan- 
ces, the  funds,  liabilities  and  responsibilities  of  the  said  vil- 
lage, to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  at  their  annual  meeting  in 
May  of  each  year,  which  said  state?nent  shall  be  duly  cer- 
tified by  ihe  auditing  committee  and  the  treasurer,  and  re- 
corded in  the  book  of  minutes  kept  by  the  clerk,  and  pub- 
lished under  the  direction  of  the  said  trustees;  he  shall  also 
account  to  the  said  trustees  for  all  moneys  in  his  hands  be- 
longing to  the  said  corporation,  whenever  required  to  do  so 
by  a  vote  of  their  board. 

§  27.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector,  after  giving  sa-co<"*«««- 
tisfactory  security  to  the  trustees  for  ihe  faithful  perfor- 
mance of  his  duties,  to  receive  any  warrant  that  may  be  is- 
sued for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  said  village,  and  to  enter 
upon  the  collection  of  such  taxes  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  like  authority  as  the  collector  of  taxes  in  towns,  and 
shall  make  returns  of  the  service  performed,  and  pay  over 
the  sums  collected,  within  the  time  specified  and  in  tlic  man- 
ner prescribed  in  the  said  warrant. 

§  26.  The  police  constable  of  said  village  shall  have  the  Poiic«eoa- 
game  fwwers  and  rights,  and  be  charged  with  the  same  du-"***^ 
ties  and  responsibilities  as  constables  elected  in  towns;  but 
he  shall  not  serve  any  process  in  civil  suits  out  of  said  vil-     , 
lage,  Qxiiepi  in  favor  of  said  village,  or  against  a  person  or 
persons  fleeing  therefrom.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of^surh  po- 
lice constable  to  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by 
the  said  trustees. 

§  29.  The  trustees  and  officers  elected  by  the  provisions  l^^ 
of  this  act,  shall  not  receiv^e  any  pay  or  emolument  what- 
ever for  their  attendance  upon  any  of  the  meetings  of  the 
inhabitants  or  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  village;  but  all  ser- 
vices rendered  in  obedience  to  the  provisions  and  require- 
ments of  this  act,  as  well  by  officers  as  individuals  employ- 
ed by  direction  of  the  trustees,  shall  be  paid  for  and  liqui- 
dated out  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  corporation,  at  the 
rates  established  by  law  and  the  per  diem  allowance  usual-, 
ly  awarded  for  l?kc  services  and  duties  when  discharged  by 
town  officers.  The  treasurer  and  collector  shall  each  re- 
ceive and  retain  for  their  services  five  per  cent  of  all  mo- 
neys received  and  paid  over  by  them,  according  to  orders 
from  the  trustees,  and  shall  have  no  further  compensation. 

§  30.  If  any  person  having  been  an  officer  in  said  village,  p*«»»»- 
shall  not  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request,  de- 
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"liver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  the  property  and  effects 
of  every  description  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  said 
village,  or  appertaining  to  the  office  he  held,  he  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caus-^ 
ed  by  his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver,  to  be  recover- ' 
ed  in  the  corporate  name,  for  the  use  of  the  village,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  of  such  actions.  All  suits  in  be- 
half of  said  village  shall  be  ordered  and  conducted  by  the 
trustees, 

§  31.  All  former  acts  and  amendments  thereof  relating^ 
to  the  incorporation  of  the  village  of  Sing-Sing,  which  are 
of  a  similar  character,  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  are  hereby  repealed;  and  the  legislature  may  at 
any  time  alter,  amend,  modify  or  repeal  this  act. 


Chap.  436. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  appoinfment  of  commissioners  to 
digest  and  report  a  judicial  and  equity  system  for  the  stale 
ofJfew-York. 

Passed  May  15,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Mho-York^  represented  in  Se- 
note  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Thraeeom.      §  1.   The  govcmor.  With  the  consent  of  the  senate,  is 
to bau?"    hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  a  commission  of

'•"•         view  to  forfeit  its  charter,  or  wind  up  its  concerns,  or  which 
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requires  such  bank  to  suspend  its  operations  and  proceed- 
-  ings,  in  consequence  of  a  refusal  to  pay  its  notes  or  eviden- 
ces  of  debt  in  specie,  is  hereby  suspended  for  one  year. 
But  such  suspension  shall  not  apply  to  any  bank  which  s»hall, 
during  said  time,  refuse  to  receive  in  payment  of  debts  due 
to  such  bank  the  bills  or  notes  of  any  other  bank  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  against  which  an  injunction 
has  not  been  granted. 

^  2.  In  any  suit  prosecuted  against  any  such  corporation,  AoMHurter 
or  individual  stockholder,  within  the  period  aforesaid,  for*^****" 
non-payment  of  its  debts  in  specie,  no  costs  shall  be  reco- 
verable by  the  party  prosecuting,  unless  the  amount  of  the 
debt  or  damages  recovered  shall  be  such  as  would  entitle

AN  ACT  relating  to  assUtant  justices*  courts  in  the  city  of 
Mew- York. 

Passed  May  16,  1837. 

TJis  People  of  the  State  of  JVho-  Fori,  represented  in  S&- 
note  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  Executions  on  any  jud<;mcn(s,  and  for  fines,  renew- 
als thereof,  and  further  or  new  executions,  may  be  issued 
out  of  the  courts  held  by  assistant  justices  in  the  city  oi 
New- York,  at  the  titiies  and  in  the  manner  as  by  law  pro- 
vided, ami  at  any  time  thereafter  within  two  years  from  the 
day  of  rendering  judgment:  if  the  asMstant  justic;e  who 
rendered  the  judgmoni  be  not  in  office,  his  successor  may 
ktuc  and  renew  the  said  executions  as  aforesaid;  such  exe- 
cutions shall  state  the  name  of  the  assistant  justice  by  whom 
the  judgment  was  rendered;  l>e  tested  in  the  name  of  the 
assistant  justice  in  office  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  s<ime;  bo 
dated  on  the  day  when  issued,,  and  be  returnable  in  twenty 
days  therefrom. 

§  2.  A  certiorari,  when  allowed,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  orig'nal  affidavit,  shall  be  served  u|X>n  the  assistant  jus- 
tice before  whom  the  proceedings  were  had,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  judgment  was  entered:  The  party  serving' 
the  certiorari  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  service  thereof,  file 
with  said  assistant  justice  a  bond  executed  by  the  |mrty  ob-

ings before  the  court  below,  which  did  not  affect  the  merits, 
or  may  remit  the  cause  to  the  court  below  for  a  new  trial 
or  otherwise,  with  such  directions  as  may  be  deemed  right, 
or  may  affirm  or  reverse  the  judgment  in  whole  or  in  part, 
or  ^ive  such  judgment  for  either  party  as  to  the  said  supe- 
rior court  the  very  right  of  the  matter  may  seem  to  require, 
and  issue  such  execution  thereon  as  on  other  judgments  of 
the  said  superior  court;  or  direct  execution  to  issue  cut  of 
the  court  below.
